To revive a limp veil, dip it in 
a solution of gum arabic, which 
you can buy by the ounce at 
your local drug store. Dissolve 
I tablespoon of gum arabic in I 
cup of hot water. It m ay take as 
long as 2 hours to dissolve com ­ 
pletely. Dip the veiling in the so­ 
lution and spread it flat on a tow­ 
el to dry, pinning the edges to 
keep them straight. When dry 
press it carefully with a warm 
iron. If it is very fine veiling, 
hotter lay tissue paper over it 
before pressing or the point of 
the

threads out of shape. Pressing 
with a warm iron with a layer 
of waxed paper between i r o n 
and veiling will o f t e n freshen 
veils.

Treati ng Arthritis By X-Ray 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
isome help. Some patients are also 
ARTHRITIS is perhaps the most 
important of the diseases which 
continu e to baffle medical science. 
It afflicts so many people, it is so 
painfu l and, ultimately, so crippling 
that doctors 
have tried a great 
variety of dru gs and treatments to 
give their patients relief. 
One of these is X-ray 
and, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Lou is J . Gelber of New 
York , it has been remark ably su c­ 
cessfu l both in arthritis and bu r­ 
sitis or inflammation of the bu rsa, 
or water-containing sacs located 
arou nd joints. 


Pain Usually Relieved 
Ju st how the X-ray work s in 
these disorders is not 
known but as 
a general ru le pain is relieved, the 
swelling in the joints gradually dis­ 
appears and the patient may regair 
some u se of deformed limbs. 
Before beginning X-ray treat­ 
ments, how ever, it is important that 
other measu res be u sed to help re­ 
lieve the distress which often mak es 
the patient nervou s and pu lls dowr. 
his resistance. These inclu de warm 
baths and light massage of the 
mu scles. It is also important to get 
rid of infections in the teeth, ton­ 
sils, sinu ses or elsewhere in the 
body, if any are present. 


A Gland Extract 
Arthritis may occur du ring th* 
change of life. In su ch cases the 
giving of a gland extract k nown a4 
estrogenic 
substance may be oi 


benefited by the use of thyroid ex­ 
tract, particu larly if there is a de­ 
ficiency of thyroid secretion. The 
diet shou ld be well-balanced and 
care shou ld be tak en not to permit 
excessive amou nts of starchy foods 
and sweets. 
The X-ray treatments du ring the 
early stages of the disease are given 
three times a week for two or three 
week s and then once a week for five 
or six week s. In chronic cases one 
or two treatments are given week ly 
for as long as seems necessary 
to 
control the symptoms. 
In Other Treatments 
As in all other treatments for 
arthritis, the X-ray is not helpfu l 
n all cases. It is therefore su g­ 
gested that from fou r to six treat­ 
ments be given and if they bring 
relief from the pain the treatments 
shou ld be continu ed. 
Better resu lts have been obtained 
with X-ray treatment 
in bu rsitis 
t: an in arthritis. In these conditions 
also the treatments are given once 
or twice a week for a period of 
six 
0 eight week s. 
In acu te conditions, the first one 
or two treatments may mak e the 
symptom' worse, so that some pain- 
relieving dru g may have to be given 
for a few nights. Gradu ally as the 
X-rays tak e effect the u se of these 
Iru gs can be stopped. Of cou rse, 
the doctor will decide in ju st what 
ases X-ray treatment for chronic 
arthritis and bu rsitis shou ld be 
tried.

Early Cut Hay is Better Feed 


As Repo rted by Mark A. Shipley 
Univ ersity o f Nev ada 
Steers wintered on meadow hay cut 
early in the season gained 151 pounds 
per head while a similar lot of steers 
fed late-cut hay lost 2 pounds per 
head. This interesting information 
is revealed in a report of an experiment conducted by 
the University of Nevada. 
Tile two lots of steers averaged 535 pounds at the 
start of the feeding experiment in November. They 
were weighed again at the end of IOO days with the 
above result. 
The hay classed as ea rly cu t was put up on July IO, 
and that classed as la te cu t was harvested on Sep­ 
tember IO. 
After the 100-day period, all the steers were shipped 
back to the summer range which they had been on the 
previous summer. They were marketed in September. 
By that time, the lot fed the early-cut hay weighed 69 
pounds more than those fed late-cut hay, according to 
the Nevada report. At 15 cents a pound, th^ extra gain 
was worth $10.35 more per steer.

Early Cut Hay is Better Feed 


Aa Reported by Mark A. Shipley 
University of Nevada 
Steers wintered on meadow hay cut 
early in the season gained 151 pounds 
per head while a similar lot of steers 
fed late-cut hay lost 2 pounds per 
head. This interesting information 
report of an experiment conducted by 
the University of Nevada. 
The two lots of steers averaged 535 pounds at the 
start of the feeding experiment in November. They 
were weighed again at the end of IOO days with the 
above result. 
The hay classed as early ad was put up on July IO, 
. and that classed as late ad was harvested on Sep­ 
tember IO. 
After the 100-day period, all the steers were shipped 
hack to the summer range which they had been on the 
previous summer. They were marketed in September, 
By that time, the lot fed the early-cut hay weighed 69 
pounds more than those fed late-cut hay, according to 
the Nevada report. At 15 cents a pound, th* extra gain 
wa* worth $10.35 more per ateer.
